The members of the All-Union Scientific Engineering-Technical Society are 
united in local (primary) organizations (cells), but the latter are 
united again in larger organizations - sections and branches. In ]9 c l, 
VNITOVT consisted of 20 branches which included about l8o local organiza- 
tions in ship repair and shipbuilding plants, shipping lines, ports 
and Institutes In all principal basins of the country. The Society had 
about 4500 members. About 300 Maritime and River Transport organizations 
and enterprises had the status of honorary members. VNITOVT has the 
following branches in f-he USSR:
